LIKE RODENTS 


Gallons of Water Into 
Pennsylvania Mine, 


‘ONLY AVENUE OF ESCAPE 


CLOSED BY RUSH OF WATER 


Thirty Men Known. to Be 
Dead and Others Escaped 
After Harrowing Expe- 
riences—All Western Penn- 
sylvaria Is Devastated. 
There ‘s Ruin Everywhere. 


Pittsburg, July 24—Death and 
widespread devastation from tremen- 
dous rains resulted today in western 
Pennsylvania, eastern Ohio and West 
Virginia. From all sections comes 
details telling of persons drowned or 
reported drowned; of hundreds of 
buildings wrecked or completely 
washed away; streets torn up and 
bridges swept down; ,crops ruined, 
light plants put out of commission 
and towns left to suffer their misery, 
in darkness, while transportation, 
telegraph and telephone facilities are 
badly crippled. 

At Evans Station, three miles north 
of Uniontown, Pa., a cloudburst sent 
waters raging into the mouth of the 
Superba No. 2 mines. Fourteen men 
were drowned like rats in a trap. 

A few miles away at Lemont Mine 
No. 2 three other men are reported 
to have drowned in like fashion. 

Up in the Red Stone valley near 
Brownsville, Pa., it is rumored that 
at least ten miners were caught while 
at work by flood waters entering 
the mines.and drowned. 

Three deaths are believed to have 
occurred in the vicinity of Wheeling, 
W. Va. 

For a radius of 100 miles around 
Pittsburg tonight there is a scene 
of desolation. Wrecked buildings 
are visible everywhere. 

Hundreds of families ‘have been 
driven from their homes, and ton‘ght 
sought shelter with friends or camp- 
ed on the hillsides.

ANSWERING SPALDING’S ATTACK. 


BUT GEORGIA RAILWAY AND POWER COM- 
PANY’S TITLE TO TALLULAH THE ISSUE.

To the Men of tbe Georgia Legislature: — 

In a speech before General Judiciary 
house, Hon. J. J. Spalding, of the firm 
derwood, general counsel for the Georgia Railway and Power Company, | 
made remarks in derogation of my integrity. He said that it Was neces- 
sary for the legislature of Georgia to pass a resolution on the governor of 
Georgia te bring suit to recover the lands at Tallulah in order to enable me 
tu take up subscriptions over the state and get the people’s money into 
my hands. He read garbled extracts from a letter which had been. ad- 
dressed by me to the members of the Tallulah Falls Conservation asso- 
ciation in every county of this state, and in almost every militia district, | 
asking their aid in raising a fund to pay counsel for the association in the 
guilt to be brought to wrest fifteen millions of dollars of the people's property | 
from the clutches of the Georgia Railway and Power Company. 

It matters not to him that the goodgname which he attacks circled the 
globe with the story of Confederate valor from ‘61 to 65. , 

The Georgia Railway and Power company, having no rights at llulah 
Falls which this state has to respect, and holding titles so rotten that they 
cannot stand the test of the courts, their counsel seek to divert the attention 
of the members of the legislature from the real issue. They joyfully pounce 
upon me and seek to place a blot upon my integrity. For months past. 
they have circulated in every nook and corner of this state the report that a 
rival corporation is furnishing me funds to make the fight for Tallulah. It 
ivy the last desperate resort in the death struggle to hold to fifteen millions 
cf dollars worth of property to which they have never had a shred of a 
title. 

Before the general judiciary committee Mr. Spalding tried to lug in 
politics in order to curry. favor for his crowd by calling the attention of the 
committee to the fact that his clients are democrats. Mr. Spalding seemed to 
think that the people of this state would be willing to be robbed of their 
richest inheritance, provided only the robbery be consummated to a nicety by 
democrats. 

Mr. Spalding is continuously sidestepping the issue in this care, and 
getting off onto some irrelevant subject. {f am not on trial before the legis- 
lature to see whether my honor is clear. If the people of Georgia are willing 
to send money to me to spend, that is their affair, and in no way concerns 
Mr. Spalding. If the people of Georgia do send money to me to pay counsel 
in their own case, it is because the people of Georgia. trust me and believe 
in the righteousness of the fight against the Georgia Railway and Power 
company. 

Some weeks ago it became necessary for me to publish a statement for 
the information of Mr. Spalding .and his gang, telling them that it was my 
own money which, up to date, had made the fight for Tallulah. For their: 
information I went into details, telling that I had borrowed several thousand | 
dollars on my own resources at the First National Bank of Jefferson, Ga., | 
where my notes are held. And I have done this because his crowd are im- 
periiing things in this state which I love better than houses and lands, and 
life itself. 

-My people came to Georgia with a man by the name of Oglethorpe, of 
whom Mr. Spalding may have heard. They built their cabins on the hills 
and in the valleys. In one of these IT was born as humble as the Son of 
God; almost within sound of the roar of Tallulah Falls. From the shelter of 
that roof beneath which I first saw daylight, my ancestors went forth to fight 
cut the war for American independence, and at a later day to’redden the 
battlefields of the civil war with their blood. And from its shelter 1 walked 
through the shadows of a Gethsemane, which changed a voung girl's May 
day to winter. I have wrestled with a poverty as relentiess as clutched 
the Son of Man when He trod this earth and was finally sentenced to the 
ignominous death of the cross by those who wore the purple and fine linen, | 
sat in the seats 6f the mighty, and expounded law. In the stress and strug- 
gle of childhood and girlhood and womanhood, I hawe come to know that, 
poverty and riches are of the spirit. And I have learned to pray: 

“If 1 come not within the sight of the castle of my dreams, keep time’s 
clden memories gzood and sweet and may the evening twilight find me gentle 
still.” | 

And because I try to stand at the foot of that cross from which a dying 
Lord uttered the plaintive wail which yet rings across the troubled centuries: 

“Father, forgive them, for they know not what they do,’ I am able to 
kneel before the sacred tabernacles in the gray dawns and in the purple twi- 
lights and pray that the God who gives men the gift of freedom may incline 
the heart of Mr. Spalding to righteousness—that he may turn state’s evi- 
cence and do what he can toward making restitution to Georgia of property 
which God gave to mankind, and which Mr. Spalding knows has been seized 
by his crowd in defiance of the laws of Georgia, and of the eternal equities of 
God Almighty. 

But I am not on trial before the people of this state. The Georgia Rail-| 
way and Power company and their title to Tallulah Falls is the issue before 
the legislature of Georgia. They @an not sidestep the issue and get off and 
attack my character and thereby hope to defeat the resolution by which they, 
are to be haled before the courts. | 

The day will never dawn in this old state when an attack upon the. 
character of one of its citizens shall be considered a good defense to an ac-/} 
tion to recover land which has been stolen from the people of Georgia.

As Result of Continued Rains, 
Says Prof, Koch

“While it must be largely a matter 
of estimate based on obcervation I do 
not hesitate to say that the nublic 
roads of Georgia have been damaged 
to the extent of $1,000,000 or more as 
the result of continued rains the past 
spring and summer,” said Professor 
John C, Koch, of the cngineering de- 
partment of the state university, who 
yesterday from a trip to 
south Georgia, where he went to give 
advice and assistance to a number of 
counties in connection with their road- 
building problems. 

“The roads in many sections of. the 
State are badly washed, and the vains 
have been so persistent and continu- 
ous it has been practically impossible 
to keep them in condit. n,” Professor 
Koch continued. 

Professor Koch is in charge of the 
g00d roads department of the state 
university, and spends much time in 
traveling about the state assisting. the 
county authoritiesintheir road. work.

The 
roadg of thig county have stood the 
severe test of the’ past six months .x- 
ceedingly well, and a large mileage is 
in splendid shape. The board of com- 
missioners, of which E. M. Smith is 
Chairman, is prosecuting a vigorous 
Campaign of road improvement which 
will be continued throughout the year. 
In addition they have instituted a 
comprehensive plan of constructing aN 
their bridges and culverts of perma- 
nent materials. lor this purpose they 
called on tne good roads department 
of the University of Georgia for tech- 
nical advice on their bridges, and this 
department will prepare for them plans 
for a number of new. bridges. About 
30 miles of roads of Thomas county 
were inspected and nearly all found 
to be in splendid condition, consider- 
ing the severity of weather conditions 
this year. 

Has Made Good Progress, 


“In Decatur county about 10 miles of 
roads were traveled over, and the un- 
improved sandy roads, as well as the 
improved sand-clay roads, were in- 
spected and contrasted. With a road 
mileage of 1,100, Decatitr county has 
improved 700 miles and is working 
steadily on the improvement of the 
sandy roads. Among other things of 
interest was seen a 30-horse power 
gasoline tractor drawing. two iarge 
road machines, one behind the other, 
lapping each other's work and shaping 
up completely one-half of the rvcadway 
at a singie passage. Three road ma- 
chines have been used in the same 
manner on the wider roads. 

“The chairman of th: board of com- 
missioners of Decatur county is John 
W. Callahan, one. of the most promi- 
nent citizens of soutiwest Georgia.

passed by the senate yesterday morn- 
ing by a vote of to 8. 

A fight of more than one hour and a 
half was made various 
who sought to amend the bill, but after 
a considerable flow of oratory, they 
were all voted down. 

The bill will go to 
Brown for his signature or veto. 
it recently passed the house Governor 
Brown has refrained from saying what 
action he would take when the bill was 
presented to him. During his campaign 
he declared that if elected he would 
favor no change in the present prohi- 
Lition laws unless guch bills were rati- 
fied by the voters of the state in 
popular election. The present bill does 
not provide for a special election on 
issue. 

Five Days to Consider Bill. 
Brown has five days 
which to consider the bill before 
turning it to the lawmakers. It is 
expected that a number of delegations 
xepresenting both factions in the fight 
will call on the chief executive during 


the next few days. 

Friends of the bill declare if Gov- 
ernor Brown vetoes the measure that 
an effort will be made to have it passed 
in: both houses by a two-thirds ma- 
jority, thereby overriding his veto: 
Some doubt whether there is time at 
this for the bill to get ad- 
vanced the calendar for another 


hearing. 

Scenes of confusion prevailed 
senate chamber while the bill was 
ing heard, and President Slaton threat- 
emed more than once to have the gal- 
leries cleared and the spectators ar- 
rested if the confltsion was not abated.

The effect of the passage of the bill 
will be to close all near beer saloons, to 
prohibit the sale of proprietary medi- 
cines and all. liquids which contain 
more than one-half of one per cent of 
alcohol, in the state of Georgia after 
the first of January, 1913. 

It will also compel all locker clubs 
to operate strictly as such and in con- 
formity with the prohibition law. 

Amendments Voted Down, 

Senator W. T. Dickerson, of the 
fifth offered an amendment to strike 
out the clause “containing more than 
one-half of one per cent of alcohol” so 
as to make the bill apply to any liquid 
eontaining any amount of alcohol, 
This was defeated by a vote of 11 to 
31. 

Senator Douglass’ amendment, lost 
by a vote of 31 to 11, proposed to strike 
the following clause: ‘The word ‘ljquor’ 
shall held to include any -proprie-

Declaring the Georgia constitutional 
amendment adopted at the October 
election, 1908, by which he was dis- 
franchised illegal and in violation of 
the federal constitution, Joe Butt, a 
negro claiming citizenship in Fannin 
county, yesterday filed suit in the fed- 
eral court at Atlanta against Virgil 
C. Daves, Ben F. Weeks and John H 
Vestal, registrars in Fannin county, 
for damages in the sum of $5,000. 

In the papers filed by Robert R. 
| Jackson, attorney for Joe Butt, it is 
asserted that Butt has never com- 
mitteqd a crime by which his franchise 
became forfeited; that he had paid al] 
taxes; that he had been a resident of 
Fannin county for ten years after at- 
taining his majority, and that he had 
been denied the right to qualify him- 
self to vote. 

The papers aver that the registrars 
of Fannin county, against whom he 
brings suit for $5,000 damages, left his 
name off the registration list, though 
he had sought to qualify as a voter, 
and that in doing so they. acted with 
malice and a determination to prevent 
him from exercising his right of fran- 
chise. It is alleged that the state con- 
stitutional amendment is contrary to 
the fourteenth amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution, which says the right 
to vote shall not be denied any one 
because of his color or previous con- 
dition of slavery.

Superintendent of Construction Clay- 
ton will throw a full force of men on 
Forsyth street this morning to change 
the grade between Alabama and 
Mitchell streets.

FLIRTATIONS BARRED

Washington, July 24.—Approving in- 
dividual action taken by postmasters of 
many large cities, Postmaster General 
Hlitchcock has issued a general order 
which has the avowed purpose of 
checking the use of general delivery 
windows for carrying’ on flirtations 
and clandestine correspondence.

give their reasons in writing. 

Many complaints have been received 
by the postoffice department that 
service at general delivery windows 
was being improperly used by minors, 
particularly young girls, and by resi- 
dents ordinarily served by mail car- 
riers.
